Athertan, Manchesfet 
YOB: The argumenls that 
compulers are bad for you go 
back years, and are usually 
generated by sad nerds who 
suffer from lechnofear. Detallerl 
reports have been compiled in 
the States by the US 
government about the subject 
and they reveal that the playing 
ot computer games is not 
harmful - In fact there are some 
benefits. Obviously, if you 
stayed upstairs playing games 
all day and every day, that 
would be a bad thing. JusI like if 
you stayed in your room 
listening to music all the time.
